HE critics who marvolled at 
the calling.of a conference in 
London to discuss the problem of 
Palestine will suffer no disap- 
pointment. There has been no con- 
ference. 


Some ceremonies have been 
staged in St. James's Paleee, and 
Ministers have talked separately, 
but to little purpose, with the 
Arab and Jewish delegations. 


Obedient to the instructions of 
the ex-Muftl of Jerusalem, whose 
rebel forces still wage a war of 
tetrorism against the British, the 
Jews, and’ their more moderate 
fellow-countrymen, the Palestinian 
Arabs had stubbornly refused to 
sit In the same room with the 
Jews, 


They stand by their claim for 
independence, and reject absolute- 
ly both the Balfour Declaration 
that promised a Jewish national 
home in Palestine and the League 
of Nations’ Mandate which in- 
structed Great Britain to watch 
over its building. 


There is no basis, then, for 
negotiation. The British Govern- 
ment may have derived some bene- 
fit from. its conversations, more 
especially with the Arab States 
(which have even condescended 
to meet the Jews), but it will pre- 
sently have to face all the intract- 
able facts'and impose its own solu- 
tion. : 
This little country Is a focal 
point in two closely connected 
probiemy. It has become a pawn

war” os Mr. Churchill has

The object is always 
the same—to reinforce Italy and 
weaken France inthe Mediter- 
ranean. In the last claims, there 
are other preoccupations com- 
bined with Italy’s anxiety with 
regard to her imperial communica- 
tions; .but the first impetus to her 
incomprehensible policy waa yiven 
by the latter. 


Ever-Present 
Fear Of Attack 


The reader may object that 
situations of this kind, fraught 
yith danger for both parties, have 
often arisen in history, They have 
sometimes lasted for centuries, 
without giving rise to the per- 
Fetual agitation from whicl: Italy 
seem3 ta be suffcring or to com- 
plexes which, {f Italy persists, 
can but lead to war, But England 
and France have no intention of. 
attacking Italy’s imperial com- 
munientions. They have shown 
this by recognising the Empire. 

This is true. To take one exam- 
ple—before tho French Revolu- 
tion, Austria possessed two terrl- 
tories with which she had no com- 
mon frontier—the Duchy of Milan 
and Belgium. These two  posses- 
sions were far more important for 
her than is now Abyssinian for 
Italy. And yet she kept them in 
all peace and security up to the 
French Revolution, without the 
ever-present fear of a hypothetical 
attack.

But Austria of the elghtcenth 
century was an old Icgitimist Gov- 
ernment, sure of its power, and 
the Europe over which her em- 
pire was scattored was a stabilised 
continent, governed by certain uni- 
versally recognised principles of 
law. The solid foundations of pow- 
er in the home territory, the re- 
gularity of 
reduced to reasonable and toler- 
able proportions that Jack of con- 
fidence which always plays a cer- 
tain part in international rela- 
tions, But the Europe of our.days 
has nothing in common with that 
of the old regime; it far moro 
closely resembles that of the per- 
iod ‘hetween the Treaty of Campo 
Formio (1797) and Waterloo 
(1815).

olicy; Governments which aro 
afraid of cverything, 
ing themselves; Governments 
which seo ' enemies — every- 
whero, at home and abroad; which 
fear their home gossip as they 
tremble at all complications, even 
tho most improbable, inherent in 
the simplest relations between 
States. 

History 
Repeating 

This is why history is repeat- 
Sng itsolf. In 1809, France was in 
a much better position as regards 
her communications with tho Ita. 
Man Republic than Austria, be- 
fore 1789, ns far as Milan and 
Belgium wero concerned. France 
possessed means of communica- 
tions, though not very relablo, 
with her protoctorate, whoreas 
Auatria had none with hor pro- 
vincos. But Buonaparta, -in 1800, 
tore up the Treaty of Amiens, and 
embarked upon a goncral war 
which Inated 11 years and deprived 
Franco of all that sha had galn® 
ed by. tho Revolution.

Activity 

It jaa feeling of the same kind 
that now drives the Fascist Gov- 
ernment to ita dangerous ond 
feverish activity. Evon in present 
circumstances, it scema hardly 
probable that there could be a war 
Inthe Mediterranean with France 
and England against Italy, to tho 
detriment of the imperial com- 
munications of tho latter, If Italy 
were yoverned as bofore the war 
and If Europe wore in the samo 
situation as then, Italy would only 
have envisaged this problematic 
danger as extremely = ‘impro- 
bable. An illegitimate Gov- 
ernment, which fears its own 
shadow, and is exposed to 
the . dangers of a veering 
Europe, is capable of evoking the 
danger to tho point of making ‘it 
inevitable and immediate, 

The conclusion to be drawn is 
that tho conquest of Abyssinia 
muy be the source of a world 
digaster, owing to the fact that 
it was achieved by violent means 
at a moment when Europe was in 
prey to disorder, distrust and 
fear. The fall of Abyssinia, 9 pri- 
mitive and almost unknown coun- 
try, had the effect of demolishing 
the Inboriously edified system of 
tho peace trenties of 1919 and of 
the League of Nations. It war the 
canso of the Spanish war, of the 
Anschlus and of the Munich 
agreements; it. destruyed the

nconcelvable, even to

may, in the near future, be the 
couse of serious conflicts in 
Europe, Asta and Africa. . 


Repetition Of 


Venice 

All this seoms strange, almost 
diplomats 
and statesman, Our modern atatea- 
men would be less:at a loss and 
would have shown more farsight- 
edness, if they had had a better 
knowledge of tho history of 
Europe. The ease of Abyssinia is 
mercly a repetition of that of 
Venice. Compared with the Euro- 
penn continent, Venico, at the end 
of ‘the eighteenth century, was 
but a small state. Its destruction, 
ratified at Campo Fortnio, result. 
ed In a war which lasted 1S-yeara, 
and in the completa dislocation 
of Kurope, This destruction of the 
Italian system resulted in that of 
the whole European complex. And 
the reason was the samo:. Venice 
was destroyed at a moment when 
Europe, in prey to anarchy, wan 
completely obscased by fear. 


Away With 


Diplomatic Fictions 
The readers of this article will 


probably ask whether I contem-- 


plate a war of 18 years. I hope 
not, But the time has come when 
some comprehension must be shown 
for the aituation created in 
Europe, -and particularly in the 
Mediterranean, by the fall of 
Abyssinia and for the realisation 
of its inherent dangers. To affront 
these dangers, it is necessary to 
take measures other than tho 
diplomatic fictions used and
